The most natural thing for one woman 
to do when she sees another is to ‘‘size 
up” her hat. 

Miss Watts’ heart beat fast when she 
saw the Merry Widow on the opposite 
corner not only because it was a beauti- 
ful and enviable hat, but because as 
soon as she laid eyes on it she knew 
that it was the one which had been 
stolen frem Miss Julia French of 2816 
Washington avenue, whose room was 
entered by a burglar last Friday. 

Recovering frem the first shock of 
surprise, Miss Watts noted that the 
wearer of the hat was Mrs. Virginia 
Kirk, whose home at 707 North Leffing- 
well avenue was only a block from 
Miss French’s residence.

Mrs. Jensen is the wife of an innkeep- 
er in Denmark and in her husband's 
hostelry met his friend, Hans Lauris- 
der, a fur trader, who fell in love with 
the blond beauty and finally pursuaded 
her to run away with him and go to the 
wonderful Western America. Laurisder 
left behind him a wife and three chil- 
dren. 

The pair went to Audubon, O., where 
Laurisder went into business, and they 
might have remained undiscovered by 
the world had not the Government of 
Denmark taken a hand in, the matfr. 
The deserted wife and husband com- 
plained to their Government, which in 
turn laid the matter before the State 
Department in Washington through its 
Minister plenipotentiary, Count Moltke, 
and the doom of the guilty couple was 
sealed. 

The case was placed in the hands ef 
Immigration Inspector Dunn of St. 
Louis, as Laurisder and Mrs. Jensen 
were supposed to be in the West, and 
he found them in Audubon.

Indians, half-breeds and negroes 
under personal command of 
Chief Crazy Snake, kept up their 
march on the warpath this after- 
noon, but were failing utterly to 
spread abroad the terror among 
the people at large that like 
events in earlier days caused. 
Rather, they were retreating be- 
fore five companies of determin- 
ed Oklahoma militiamen in an 
effort to reach a stronghold 

the Tiger Mountains before mak- 
ing a final stand against the 


troops. ‘ 

Up to noon there had been no en- 
counter between the militia and the In- 
dians. 


‘Ing arrest, has made his escape, desert- 
ing his followers, and is now on his way 
to Washington to intercede with. the 
Great Father. 


The main portion of the soldiers, un- 
der command of Col. Roy Hoffman, is 
pushing northward fn search of the 
chief or his men. Several other detach- 
ments of militia are doing police duty 
and, led by farmers familiar with the 
region, are patrolling the country. for 
miles around Hickory Camp, looking for 
any refugees that may be hiding in the 
mountains and timber. 

Seemingly authentic reports from Hen- 
ryetta and the vicinity and Hickory 
Camp place the number of negroes 
killed at different points at 24. 

The militiamen ordered out yesterday 
by Gov. Haskell as a result of the up- 
rising that came after a clash at the 
home of Crazy Snake in which Marsha! 
Baum and Deputy Sheriff Odom were 
killed, camped for the night. at Hick- 
ory Hills, the camp which had been 
Crazy Snake at 
their approach. At break of day they 
moved forward to give battle to the 
redskins. Meanwhile the chief scout had 
been watching every move, and he led 
his forces, apparently not daring. or 
at least not caring, to fight his white 
foes in the open. 

The militiamen at this juncture 
pushed forward at double quick. The 
Indians were 10 miles away from them, 
but they were determined that they 
should not be allowed to choose the 
battle greund and thus gain enormous 
advantage. The troops outnumbered 
the Indians 3 to 1, and the officers 
knew that could the opposing ferces 
meet in the open, there could be only 
one outcome—the ,Indians would have 
te surrender or be killed. If the red- 
skins gained the shelter of the hills. 
fheugh, the result would not be so 
sure, 

At the rate of progress they were 
making, the troops were in a fair way 
to overhaul the Indians shortly after 
noon and force them into a fight under” 
conditions unfavorable to the arms of 
Crazy Snake. 

The night passed without any undue 
alarms after the’ soldiers had bivou- 
acked at the Indians’ forsaken camping 
ground. The. Indians themselves kept 
closely within their camp ope- 
tween the North Canadian River and 
Deep Fork Creek, about 17 miles from

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DOUBLE TRAGEDY. 
IN DENVER HOME 





Wife Fatally Wounds Her 
Aunt, Kills: Himself.

DENVER, Colo., March 2.—A double 


tragedy was enacted in the residence 
of former Gov. Jesse MeDonald,’ ll 
Logan street, shortly after 8 o'clock. 
this morning. John Collins, aged 
years, father of Mrs. McDonald, fatally 


wounded Miss Sarah Nichols, aged 59 
years, maiden aunt of Mrs. McDonald, 
and then sent a bullet into her own 
brain, which cavsed instant death. 
Mental derangement, caused by iil 
health of long duration, is assigned jas 
the reason for Collins’ act. He haa 
been actink queerly for sevéral weeks. 
Miss Nichols was shot through the 
head and it is believed she will not re- 
cover. She had not lost consciousness 
upon her arrival at the hospital. She 
made no statement regarding the shoot- 
ing and the events preceding it are 
shrouded in mystery. Miss Niochols and 
Collins were alone on the ground floor 


She was lying on the floor of the back 
parlor when John R. Gemmel, a roomer 
in the house, rushed downstairs, follow- 
ing the report of’a pistol shot. Gemmel 
had -just reached Miss Nichols’ side 
when he heard a second shot. Investiga- 
tion disclosed Collins’ body lying on the 
floor of the basement. 

Gemmel! was closely followed by Mrs. 
McDonald. who fainted when she saw 
the two bodies. Later she went into 
violent hysterics which continued s0 
long that it. may result seriously for 
her. 

Wanted to Die Where Shot, 

Miss Nichols spoke only Once after 
being shot and then to protest against 
being taken to a hospital. 

“I would rather die here."'. she. de- 
clared. ‘‘Please do not take me to a 
hospital.”’ 

Miss Nichols was attired psly in a 
dressing gown and knitted loose silip- 
pers when the shooting oecurred, She 
had been in the habit of taking break- 
fast in the kitemhen with Collins, and 
had left her room on the second floor 
of the house for that purpose.

The present disturbance began Thursday, when officers visited Henry- 
etta, Ok., in search of negro horse thieves. The Crazy Snake band defend- 
ed the negroes and a battle took place. 

The officers killed Saturday night at Crazy Snake’s home were in a 
posse seeking the Indians who resisted the officers Thursday. 

Gov. Haskell has ordered five companies of Oklahoma militia, with 
60,000 rounds of ammunition, to capture the Indians.

The 
halfbreeds and negroes, overawed at 
the unusually active measures of the

Scornfully he said that all those who 
feared might go at once, but that all 
who had real red hearts would stay by 
him and help him forcefully to redress 
the wrongs under which his people 
writhed. 

To a man, the Creeks expressed their 
intention of staying by the undertaking 
and of, fighting the State’s soldiers to 
the death. So enthusiastic did they be- 
come after Crazy Snake’s appeal that 
a war dance was started by one of the 
elder Incians. The younger ones soon 
joined in and the camp was in an up- 
roar. 

Crazy Snake arrdyed himself in sav- 
age toggery which hitherto had been 
kept hidden and appeared in all his 
glory. Tbe yells occasioned by this add- 
ed to the fearful din. The scouts had 
seen enough. Hastily they went back 
to thelr camp at Hickory Hills and re- 
ported that the Indians real'y meant 
to fight. 

The order to advance then was given 
and the soldiers soon were after cheir 
red foes. 
keep up the search throughout the day 
for the renegade bands to which is aa- 
cribed most of the responsibility for the 
uprising. 

The capture of Crazy Snake’s son, 
young Chitti Harjo, a graduate of tho 
Carlisle Indian School, and his betrayal 
of his father’s whereabouts after a rope 
had been placed around his neck and 
he had been “strung up’’ were the cen- 
tral features of yesterday’s skirmishing 
between the white troops and posses and 
the Indians. 

The young man, after his capture near 
his father’s house in Henryetta by depu- 
ties, cursed his foes and vehemently re- 
fused to tell them anything about his 
father’s whereabouts or to throw any 
light on the eVents of Saturday night. 
*“‘Maybe this will help him,” exclaimed 
Deputy Sheriff Frank Jones, bringing 
out a heavy rope. “Tie it about his 
eck and string him up,” commanded the 
deputy. 

His assistants obeyed. and soon the 
young Indian was dangling in the air, 
kicking frantically and clawing ct tlic 
rope around his neck. It was a strug- 
gle between Indian stoicism and his de 
sire to live. The deputies stood grimly 
by, without @ sign of relenting. 

“Tell us where your father is, or you’!! 
hang there until you die,” they called 
to him. “No fooling about this.”

A diplomatic controversy in which the 
British government sought to have 
Judge D. P. Dyer, then—in 1906—U. 8S. 


District. Attorney. at St. Lonis, admon- 
ished fer his prosecution of Arthur Mc- 
Intyre in 1904 has just been made pub- 
lic at Washington, according to press 
dispatches from the capital. 

Sir H. M. Durand, British ambassa- 
dor, asserted that Col. Dyer had caused 
McIntyre to be convicted and sentenced 
for an offense which was not embraced 
by the extradition treaties, McIntyre 
haying been brought from England on a 
charge of embezzlement, which was dis- 
missed in St. Louis after his arrival and 
a charge of using the mails with the 
intent to defraud substituted. 

A government investigation showed 
that Col. Dyer told McIntyre that the 
offense for which he had been con- 
victed was. not within. the extradition 
treaties and that, so far as the govern- 
ment was concerned, he could return to 
England. McIntyre replied that he was 
“tired of being a fugitive’ and prefer- 
red to sefve his sentence of 18 months.

The rest, who had agreed on 35 years’ 
imprisonment, were not willing to con- 
sent to hanging, and Stephenson would 
make no concession to them. 


‘“Bither Martin killed. his.mother with 
malice in his heart, and ou sht to be 
hanged for it,’’ Stephenson told the 
others, ‘‘or hé did it without malice, and 
ought not to be punished.’’ He would 
not agree to any middle ground, and 
would not listen to their arguments, or 
to the Court’s instructions for a verdict 
of murder or manslaughter. 
Repeatedly, the others said, they drew 
their chairs about Stephenson as he sat 
im a corner and bombarded him with 
their arguments, but he turned his face 
away and pretended not to hear them.

HE immemorial wrongs of old Shy- 

T lock were avenged at the Olym- 

pic last. night when young David 
Quixano, the Jew of Kishineff, wooed 
and won beautiful Vera Revendal, 
daughter of the Russian soldier-noble 
who, in Israée) Zangwill’s play, “The 
Melting Pot,’’ directed the Kishineff 
massacre, hating the Jews more venom- 
ously than they were ever hated during 
their days of gaberdine wearing in Ven- 
ice by the sea. 

It was the story of the modern Jew 
Placed in dramatic contrast against the 
ancient—the Jew that Zangwill drew 
against him of Shakspeare’s drawing,and 
a tremendously interesting figure he 
made, too. The picturing was possible 
because the world has changed since 
Gentiles spat into Jewish beards, a new 
people, the people fused in “God’s cru- 
cible,’’ as David Quixano calls Ameri- 
ca, having come into existence and 
given the Jew a haven of refuge from 
the relentless persecution of Europe. It 


| Was no wonder that young Quixano’s 


very soul knelt in grateful worship at 
the feet of the Goddess of Liberty in 
New York Harbor—Zangwill made it 
plain that the light of her torch is the 
light of a new day and a new dispensa- 
tion for his people. 

A Play of Unique Appeal. 

Incidentally, a play of unique appeal 
was created by this. Zangwill recogni- 
tion of America as the scene of the 
some-day blending of the Jewish race 
with the fusion-people created in God's 
melting pot, set in the Western Hemis- 
phere, and young Mr. Walker *White- 
side was given the most fruitful role in 
which he has yet been seen. 

He doesn’t quite make the most of it, 
but he makes a good deal of it and 
gives promise of growing up to its full 
stature, and, in the meantime, he is 
supported by an admirable company, 
which brings out in vivid emphasis the 
story’s significance. It is impossible for 
one to see ‘“‘The Melting Pot’’ without an 
acute realization of its teachings—and 
the more sincere one’s Americanism, the 
more unreserved is one’s concession of 
the lesson’s righteousness, 


The Preaching of David Quixano. 


David Quixano, the young Russian 
Jew violinist who flees to this country 
from the horrors of Kishineff, sees it 
plainly, and there.is something infinite- 
ly touching in his continual fervent 
proclamation of the truth. He is al- 
most like an ancient Prophet of Israel 
in his. preaching, only now, instead of 
the preaching of hate for hate, an eye 
for an eye and a tooth for a tooth, 
Quixano, the: modern Jew, preaches the 
Democracy of Love that shall unite all 
peoples, a world-love, the shrine of 
which has™already been established in 
this country if we stand true to the 
faith upon which this country’s founda 
tion is set. 

There are three great scenes in ‘““The 
Melting Pot’'’—that scene where Quix- 
ano, the Jew, rebukes the unamerican- 
ism of.Quincy Davenport, the American; 
that other scene where he faces the Old 
World “Tioly’’ hatred of Baron Reven- 
dal, the Russian bigot-aristocrat, and, 
finally, that closing scene where, under 
the American flag, on the night’ of the 
Feurth of July, he and this Persecutgqr 
Revendal’s daughter forget that they 
are Jéw and Gentile, remembering only 
that they are alike God's children, a 
man and a woman loving one another, 
and we know that together they enter 
the crucible that shall fuse their inher- 
ited hatred into an even deeper love 
founded on a truth that is older than 
the creed of hate. 


Play’s Characters Greatly Significant. 


In the telling of this story a great re- 
sponsibility is inevitably placed upon 
the leading character of David Quix- 
ano, and, a8 I have already said, Mr. 
Whiteside doesn’t fully discharge this 
responsibility, but he gives us a very 
interesting portrayal, for all that, and 
there are moments when he moves his 
audience deeply. 

Happily, too, a most uncommon dis- 
tinction is conferred upon the play by

Boss Howe seems to be. afflicted with the 
madness that invites destruction. ‘His arbitrary 
bossism has struck a deadly blow at the ex- 
cellent bi-partisan plan of electing members of 
the Board of Education. ' 

The Republican School Board ticket as it was 
filed is not bi-partisan in the sense of the agree- 
ment between the two leading parties which has 
existed for ten years and has brought such ad- 
mirable results in the management of the public 
‘schools. Unjustifiably rejecting Mr. Mulvihill 
as a substitute for “Lawler” Daley, Mr. Howe was 
compelled to find a candidate outside of the 
Democratic party and selected Dr. Emil Simon, 
who may be a good man, but whose nomination 
violates the compact between the Democrats and 
Republicans. 

Different Republican candidates are on the Re- 
publican and Democratic tickets through Mr, 
Howe’s arbitrary methods. The Democrats ac- 
cepted in good faith the naming of Messrs, 
Magoon and Mauch, Republican candidates, by 
the Republican Committee, but at the last mo- 
ment Mr. Tittman declined to obey Mr. Howes 
mandate to make way for Mr. Mauch so that his 
name, instead of Mauch’s name is on the Repub- 
lican ticket.

bearing Dimitri’s crest, and a diamond cross that had been his baptismal gift. 
Wisniowecki believed him and hastened off to King Sigismund of Poland with 
Poland and Russia were enemies, in creed, customs and politics. 
Sigismund saw a chance of strenghtening Polish influence in Russia by espous- 
So across the frontier marched the young man in August, 
1604, with a Polish army at his back to wrest the crown from Boris. 

People were tired of the tyrannical Boris. 
standard. Cities threw open their gates to him. Yet in a great battle with Boris’ 
troops on the plain of Debrinichi, Jan 2, 1606, Dimitri was utterly defeated, and 
would have been taken prisoner had not his Cossack infantry allowed itself to be 
slain to a man in order to block his pursuers’ path. Nine days later Boris was 
poisoned. His son and his wife were strangled. Dimitri marched to the capital 
of Moscow, almost unepposed, and demanded to be crowned Czar.

sport of lion hunting, when he tackles 
that, according to the opinion of Dana 
Estes, the Boston publisher, who has 
just returned from a 2,000-mile trip 
through HBurope, Asia and Africa. 

In fact, Mr. Bstes takes such an ut- 
[romantic view of African hunting that 
he likens the pursuit of any big game 
on that continent to “shooting cows in 
a back yard.” 

Of course, Col. Roosevelt does pot 
know this yet, for he fs etill upon the 
raging main, with the steamer Ham- 
burg, guided by hfs flaming eyeballs, 
scudding along like the schooner Hes- 
perus, which “‘sailed a wintry sea,’’ and 
he is still dreaming nimrodic dreams of 
catchin’-’em-alive in the jungles and 
the wilds of the continent with the dark 
penumbra.

LIGHT VERSUS ILLUMINATION 


Gas Gains a Point Over Electricity 
and Puts Coal Oil and Gaso- 
line Out of the Running. 


Light and illumination are two distinct 
things. Light.is a cause and ilumina- 
tion the effect produced by such cause, 
or, to put it differently, light is a source 
‘and illumination the effect. All of ug 
want the effect and prefer not to see or 
be affected by the source. Few of us 
achieve our desires because, as a rule, 
the sources and effects are both in evi- 
dence at one and the same time. This 
is especially true of the Electric Arc and 
also in a great measure true with 
respect to the Upright Gas Arcs. The 
ideal light is one in which the source 
is not noticeable, but the illumination 
uniform throughout the space illumi- 
nated.
